ſcourged with the rod of the pꝛince, x afterward by moſt dzedful! condempnation at goddes hãd So the 
great fault foz the continuaunce of the people in euill. hath pꝛoceded fox want of execution of the good 
Lawes and Statutes of the realme, and elpecially the ſtatutes made againſt vagaboundes. vnlaukull 
games, tellers of newes, Inuentoꝛs of tales and tumoꝛs, vnlaukul aſſembles, tiotes, rowtes, huntinges, 
fiſhinges,ſhoting in handgonnes and Czoſſebowes, keping of ale houſes eating of fleſh on fi hedates.re- 
gratozs,fozltallers,bzcakcrs of thozder of religton and ſundꝛy other like ſtatutcs,ſhoulde vndoubtedly 
not only haue cauſed eche man, to haue liued in quiet, and to haue applied himſelk accozding to his voca- 
tion and degre: but allo bene cauſers of great welth and felicitic in this realme. No pꝛince in the wo:lde 
is mozelothe to bſe thertremitic of coꝛtection vpon his ſubicctes,then is his maieſtie, noꝛ no counſailoꝛzs 
moze vnwilling to aduile his maieſtie therunto then his highnes counlailoꝛs be, but ik the ſubiectes do 
grow into ſuche a contempt of their pzince,of his lawes and ofhis miniſters as they care not to vic al lu 
che wates as may be daungerous to their louereigne lozde and his eſtate, and delperatelp and obſtina/ 

tely in thende, to caſt them ſelfes into vtter ruine and deſtruction: Inthis cace hys Maleſty wil leuctelp, 

and ſharply loke vpon coꝛtrect and poniſhe, thele offendoꝛs, thereby to pꝛeletuc his eſtate, and to ſaue the 

reſt of the membzes of his politique body, whiche be his kaythful louing and obedient ſubiectes. Ind pet 
befoze his maieſtie pꝛocede ſo katre furth, he will vie a fatherly kacion, and gentely admoniſhe and geue 
warning ere his mateſtte fall to chaſtiling.
